As\a "nian of peace" General Car- 


ter had charge of much of (the import- 
ant work necessary in preparing the 
legislation for the Root reorganJz^- 
tion of the army, as well as being as- 
signed to prepare various schemes for 
training young officers in their profes- 
sional work.

was chief of staff, General Carter was 
his first assistant. He also served as 
a member of the War College Board. 
In 1911, at the beginning of the Mex- 
ican disturbances, General Carter was 
selected to commaftd .the regular army 
troops mobilized ajong, the north bank 
of the Rio Grande. Later he was giv- 
en command of the Central Depart- 
ment, to which ppsjfc, he has now, been 
reappointed in succession to Major 
General Thomas H. Barry.

As\a "nian of peace" General Car- 


ter had charge of much of (the import- 
ant work necessary in preparing the 
legislation for the Root reorganJz^- 
tion of the army, as well as being as- 
signed to prepare various schemes for 
training young officers in their profes- 
sional work.

was chief of staff, General Carter was 
his first assistant. He also served as 
a member of the War College Board. 
In 1911, at the beginning of the Mex- 
ican disturbances, General Carter was 
selected to commaftd .the regular army 
troops mobilized ajong, the north bank 
of the Rio Grande. Later he was giv- 
en command of the Central Depart- 
ment, to which ppsjfc, he has now, been 
reappointed in succession to Major 
General Thomas H. Barry.
